I 
can grow everything I require to 
feed myself and family and I am 
independent:of the world.” He is 
independent, the -niost independ- 
ent man on the face of the, earth, 
perhaps the. only really independ- 
ent man..but he must produce, 
more than he requires for his own 
needs, Society demands that he 
do this, and ile requirements are 
becoming more insistent every 
year. 

To keep hammering the indif- 
ferent farmers through the aon 
and from the lecture platform 
arouses more or less interest, but 
the most effectual method of all is 
to get right down in the grass with 
them and show them by personal 
contact and demonstration. 

If the shoemaker were content 
to rest after making enough shoes 
for himself and his family, most of 
us would suffer from chilblains 
and slivers, and if the tailor laid 
down his shears after clothing 
himeelf and his relations, the rest 
of us would have to go back to 
primeval’ costume. The world 
owes no man a lfving and no mat- 
ter in what sphere a man may find’ 


himself he must recognize a sense |. 


of obligation if he would be reok- 
oned a good citizen. 

President Creelman’s statements 
regarding what has been accom- 
plished in Ontario by the students 
sent out from the Canadian Agri- 
cultural college at Guelph is con- 
vincing proof of the value of close 
contast in agricultural work. 


J.| Farming is a business, a very par- 


ticular business, and po man 
should embark in it without train- 
ing.

Ontario or the Western Provinces 
when they ‘grow, because. their 
growth means more representation 
for themselves, but not a fewer 
representatives for others. But if 
Quebeo grows more rapidly than 
the Maritime Provinces, those 
Provinoes are in danger of losing 
some of their representation. 

As a matter of arithmatic, there 
is no difference between the posi- 
tion of Quebec and that of the 
other Provinces. Relatively, Que- 
beo has lost ground since Confed- 
eration. Then she had 65 mem- 
bers out of 181, or nearly “86 per 
cent of the whole. Now she has 
65 out of 221, or a little more than 
29 per cent of the whole. But a 
relative loss does not wound senti- 
ment like an actual loss, such as 
the Maritime Provinces may sus- 
tain. 

The soreness caused by the de- 
cline in the representation of the 
Maratime Provinces, and possibly 
Ontario, has created a certain jeal- 
ousy of Quebec, and bas even led 
to charges that in tbat Province 
the census is stuffed. This is an 
unfortunate state of opinion. We 
have no right to be jealous of the 
legitimate progress of Quebec. 
We ought, as Canadians, to rejoice 
in that growth. We have noright 
to assume that our Quebec fellow- 
citizens are less honest thau other 
Oanadians. Might it not be well, 
instead of giving the Maritime 
Provinces fewer members, to yive 
Quebeo more, say 70 or 75, what- 
ever sbe may be entitled to by her 
actual increase in population? It 
would require a chanye in the 
British North America Act, but 
this would not be diffioult to ob- 
tain. Under this plan the repre- 
sentation of Ontario would be ino 
creased, and there would be a atil! 
larger increase in the representa-

Premier Sifton has had to 
éncounter Very stfong opposition 
from some of his own party friends 
in’earryiog the measure through 
the House, but he has followed the 
only conrse open to a self-respeot- 
ing man, “There is no suggestion 
in any responsible quarter that 
the former Premier, Mr. Ruther- 
ford, was inspired by any motive 
other than the promotion of the 
best interests of the Province when 
he entered into an agreement with 
Mr. W. R. Clarke of Kansas City 
for the construction under a pro- 
vinoial guarantee of bonds of 280 
miles of railway to connect Ed- 
monton and the Mackenzie Valley 
system of waterways at Fort Mo- 
Murray. Mr. Cushing’s charge 
was that the bargain was an im- 
provident one. The decision of 
the Royal Commission which con- 
sidered the case and heard all the 
evidence that could be obtained 
amply bears out this view. The 
Province of Alberta should not 
have been committed to the con- 
tract and the fact that no member 
of the Government was shown to 
have profited or stood to profit by 
the transaction did not warrant 
Mr. Sifton in letting the company 
proceed while the way was atill 
open to nullify the agreement be- 
fore actual work of construction 
was begun. By refusing to ap- 
pear before the Royal Commission 
Mr. Olarke undoubtedly alienated 
the sympathies of the people of 
Alberta, and the aot of the Legis- 
lature by which the Province de- 
votes to general Provincial pur- 
poses the money hitherto held in 
trust to the credit of a special ao- 
count for the building of the rail- 
way closes the history of the 
Great Waterways enterprise. 
There is nothing to binder Mr. 
Olarke from proceeding if he can 
secure private capital. The need 
for the railway ig as great as ever 
it was, and the ohgrter. is still 
available. The only change made 
is that the money raised on the 
tee of the Province of Al- 
to repay it should default be 
made by the company will uo long- 
er be available for the cofistruction 
of the road.

Precept. 


Edmonton Bulletin—-The Pro- 
vincial Government-is taking, hold 
of the movement that has dével- 
oped for the establishment of ‘au 
agricultural college in the right 
way. They propose meeting the 
demand,‘not with a colléegze;’ but 


with semething better —~'with a- 


number of experimental or demon: 
stration farme, situated with refer- 
ence to the climatio and other var- 
iations to be found ‘in the Prov- 


ince, and so that one or other will’ 


be within reach of the farmers of 
every district. It is proposed to 
start five of these farms during the 
coming year. It is also proposed 
to utilize the land wisely seoured 
in connection with the asylum at 
Ponoka and otber public buildings. 
And should the departure prove 
successful it is to be supposed 
cther farms will be established as 
new districts are opened up and as 
the variation of conditions be- 
comes more precisely known. 

Thies plan can hardly fail to meet 
the approval of the farmers of the 
Province, even better than the 
creation of a college devoted to the 
teaching of agriculture. We are 
pot so much concerned in this 
province with the theory of farm. 
ing as with ite practice, and while 
no discredit is to be thrown upon 
the valuable work done. elsewhere 
by agricultural colleges, or the 
great field of usefulness open to 
such institutions here, the point of 
first importance is to make known 
as widely as possible the more 
common knowledge of farming ab- 
solutely necessary to enable a man 
with limited means and limited 
experience to go upon a farm and 
wake a living for himself and 
family. Ia the course of time the 
necessity for an agricultural col. 
lege will develope, but what is 
presently required is not eo much 
an institution for teaching the 
scieuce of agrioulture as how farm. 
ing can ¥est be carried ‘on.
